FAKE “TRUST COMPANIES” AS BOOK 
AGENTS. 

When the State of Delaware, under the 
demoralization of Addicks politics, undertook 
to bid against New Jersey for the organiza¬ 
tion of new corporations and the resulting 
fees, it so overdid the matter in placing the 
management of the stockholders’ affairs un¬ 
der these new laws beyond control or inves¬ 
tigation by stockholders as to cause suspicion 
to be thrown a priori upon any corporation 
organized under this Delaware legislation. 
As one result, a number of “fake” corpora¬ 
tions have been organized in Delaware, two 
or more of which are taking a hand in the 
book business in a manner which can scarcely 
be complimented as “questionable,” replacing 
the proverbial real estate agent who “in the 
course of his business,” etc., etc., had some 
books “thrown on his hands, which he was 
prepared to dispose of at less than half-price.” 

Bookbuyers, newspaper men and others 
have recently received letters or circulars 
from the “Shipley Surety and Trust Co.,” of 
Wilmington, and the “Colonial Trust Co.,” 
also of Wilmington—the letters personally 
signed in both cases as by Philip L. Garrett, 
secretary and treasurer. Both these “trust 
companies” have their offices, and, so far as 
we have been able to learn, their entire outfit 
in the desk of this gentleman, in the Church 
Building, Wilmington. Mr. Garrett is re¬ 
ported to be a young lawyer, hitherto reput¬ 
able, somewhat interested in politics, and 
deputy judge of the municipal court. Of the 


“Shipley Surety and Trust Co.,” Charles N. 
Thompson is named on the letterheads as 
president and Francis D. Baldwin as vice- 
president, while on the letterheads of the 

Colonial Trust Co. ’ Mr. Baldwin is named as 
president and Mr. Ihompson as vice-presi¬ 
dent. Neither of these names appear, we are 
informed, in the Wilmington city or telephone 
directories. Mr. Baldwin is a resident of a 
1 ural district adjacent to Wilmington, not 
known to be in active business, but interested 
in politics, and recently a candidate for In¬ 
surance Commissioner; of Mr. Thompson’s 
standing we have been unable to learn any¬ 
thing. 

The “Shipley Surety and Trust Co.” first 
sent out a seemingly personal letter, signed 
as by Mr. Garrett, to the effect that this com¬ 
pany had been obliged to take over as secur¬ 
ity a valuable private library, from which it 
was selling books at a sacrifice, and of which 
a catalogue would be sent on receipt of a 
signed postal card. The signing of this pos¬ 
tal card brought back, not the promised cat¬ 
alogue, but a local subscription book agent, 
who apologized that the library had already 
been sold—“for $80,000”—but offered to sell 
at half-price from a typewritten list of rare 
and special books, which he said were the 
property of the “Aetna Company of Boston,” 
of which we have been able to learn nothing, 
placed in the hands of the trust company as 
receiver. The list included a few editions of 
which Anthony Comstock is chronically in 
search, some high-priced sets of standard au¬ 
thors, and such books as the King Edward 
Prayer Book, issued by the so-called “Cam¬ 
bridge Society,” and “The Great Operas” and 
“The Drama,” King Edward Edition , of 
which last we have more to say further on. 
This job lot of “unlimited numbers of limited 
editions” was offered at half-price, in great 
secrecy, “so that the publishers should not be 
informed of the sacrifice.” 

The “Colonial Trust Co.,” which, “in order 
to secure a claim has been compelled to ac¬ 
cept 52 sets” of our ancient friend, the 
“Makers of History,” does business by a 
slightly different method, and the autograph 
signature of P. L. Garrett is varied accord¬ 
ingly. It will sell these 52 sets in the familiar 
fashion of one dollar after examination and 
two dollars a month for nine months, and is 
less insidious than its twin-brother corpora¬ 
tion. Both these so-called corporations are 
evidently a new variation of old methods of 
subscription book houses to get a hearing, and 
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if Mr. Garrett desires to keep reputation as a 
reputable lawyer he can scarcely afford to 
have himself used as a stool-pigeon in such 
business. 

We publish these facts in response to in¬ 
quiries, and as a warning to the honest book- 
trade and its customers against this latest of 
the Protean wiles of the book agent. 


“The Great Operas” and “The Drama,” re¬ 
ferred to above, were originally exploited as 
coming from a society which was to use the 
profits to lobby through Congress a bill for 
the National Opera, and have since been pub¬ 
lished by the “Athenian Society, London,” 
the “Societe Universelle Lyrique, London, 
Paris, Berlin, Philadelphia/’ and under var¬ 
ious publishing 110ms de plume. The pros¬ 
pectus for these works belongs in the humors 
of the book-trade; the “list of notable contrib¬ 
utors” includes a wide range from ^schylus 
and Terence to Irving and Longfellow, and 
from Gluck and Beethoven to Humperdinck 
and Puccini, whose shades or selves would be 
rather surprised at the nature of their contri¬ 
butions, the books being simply the stories of 
the operas and dramas, lavishly illustrated, 
prefaced by biographical notices. Unfortu¬ 
nately, autograph certificates of good charac¬ 
ter had been obtained from several American 
ambassadors abroad, including Andrew D. 
White, Horace Porter and W. F. Draper, as 
well as from musicians and dramatists, by 
J. W. Buel, the projector of the work, prob¬ 
ably in connection with a presentation copy, 
which illustrates a petty weakness of great 
men from which diplomatic representatives 
of the United States should certainly except 
themselves. It would be impossible to do 
justice to the diction of this work, as illus¬ 
trated in the prospectus, by any description 
of our own, but incidentally it may be men¬ 
tioned in quotations that “by these beautiful 
tales the great Queen Semiramis seems to 
come out of her golden tomb arrayed in the 
purple glories of her majesty to greet the 
modern world; the Queen of Sheba, that won¬ 
derful potentate of Ethiopia, sweeps into 
Solomon's Temple bearing treasure gifts, and 
the splendor and opulence of Jnda’s Palace 
is revealed” (sic). For further particulars 
reference may be made to the “Shipley Surety 
and Trust Co.,” but the half-price terms 
should be mentioned only confidentially lest 
the feelings of the publishers of these works 
should be hurt. The list price, by the way, is 
only $400. 


THE COMPLETE BOOKSELLER. 

Because a man has shop to mind. 

In time or place, since soul must live. 

Needs spirit lack, all life behind, 

All stray thoughts, fancies fugitive, 

All loves except what trade can give? 

In quoting the above a writer in the Lon¬ 
don Daily Chronicle answers: 

“No! most emphatically no! The com¬ 
plete bookseller has the dual personality of, 
let us say, Pierpont Morgan and Charles 
Lamb. He can discourse shrewdly upon the 
state of trade and the advantages of the net 
system, or handle a first edition with the 
mute reverence of the true bibliophile. v 

“As a tradesman he occupies a unique po¬ 
sition. He is sometimes a poet or essayist, 
always a philosopher. The one thing to be 
urged against him is that he does not, as a 
rule, keep a diary or write his reminiscences. 
His tact and diplomacy are supreme. 

PERSONALITY. 

“Brought into a close personal relation 
with his customers, (‘clients’ seems a more 
fitting word,) he has opportunities denied to 
those of other trades. Personality, with him, 
counts for everything. In inspired moments 
he can forget he has ‘shop to mind,’ and will 
tell you of loves other than those ‘trade can 
bring.’ 

“The real bookseller is both guide and 
friend, and it must be understood I always 
refer to the man of culture, who loves books 
for their own sake. He possesses a fine dis¬ 
crimination, and advises with a proper ap¬ 
preciation of the individual requirements of 
those who defer to his judgment. To recom¬ 
mend a wrong book is a grave offence, some¬ 
times never forgiven. The man whose leis¬ 
ure is diverted by ‘Ouida’ is apt to resent, as 
a personal affront, the suggestion that he 
should try something by ‘Ian Maclaren.’ 

“The decay of the bookseller is said to 
have set in. Mr. Hyde has killed Dr. Jekyll. 
The kindly being who once beamed at us 
through a pair of gold-rimmed spectacles is 
no more. In his place is a shrewd-visaged, 
bullet-headed little man who sells a book as 
if it were a bun. Never was there a greater 
error! The statement is one of those ar¬ 
rows of libel shot haphazard into the air. It 
would be as reasonable to accuse the Cabinet 
of thinking of remodelling the War Office 
on the lines of the Salvation Army head¬ 
quarters. 

THE ASSISTANT. 

“There is said to be always a grain of 
truth in the most far-fetched statement. In 
this case the bookseller’s . assistant is the 
grain. His alleged enormities would, fill vol¬ 
umes. He is well-meaning and desirous of 
pleasing, and his errors should be viewed 
with compassion. As a matter of fact they 
are treated with contumely. The opinion of 
the bookbuying public about the average as¬ 
sistant is uncomplimentary in the extreme. 
He not unfrequently knows little beyond ti¬ 
tles, authors and prices—and not always 
these. There are, of course, the inevitable 
exceptions, existing apparently for the sole 
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purpose of proving the rule, whatever that 
may mean. 

“The reason for this mediocrity is obvious. 
Booksellers’ profits are small; the salaries 
they pay are still smaller. Again, the old- 
fashioned apprenticeship has almost ceased to 
exist. The result is that the rank and file 
are now recruited from what is, education¬ 
ally, a less well-endowed class. Even if a 
young man shows special adaptability for his 
work, he must be prepared to labor many 
years for a ridiculously inadequate wage be¬ 
fore he can hope to obtain an important po¬ 
sition in one of the larger houses. Thought- 
4 ful parents naturally think twice before plac¬ 
ing their sons in a sphere of activity so 
unpromising.” 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Adolph Guillaume Bouguereau, the fa¬ 
mous French painter, died on August 20, at 
La Rochelle, where he was born on Novem¬ 
ber 30, 1825. 

Mrs. Mary Mapes Dodge, the editor of St. 
Nicholas Magazine since its foundation in 
x 873, died August 21, at her summer home at 
Onteora Park, Tannersville, N. Y., at the age 
of seventy-four. Born in New York City in 
1831, the daughter of Professor James J. 
Mapes, the well-known promoter of scientific 
farming in the United States, Mrs. Dodge 
spent all her life in a literary atmosphere. 
She was very talented for music, drawing 
and modelling, and also early displayed a 
keen taste for writing children’s stories. 
While quite young she married William 
Dodge, a lawyer, but he died suddenly after 
a short time and left her two boys to bring 
up. In her first executive position she was 
associate editor of Hearth and Home, and 
came in touch with Harriet Beecher Stowe, 
“Ik Marvel” and other celebrated writers of 
their day who wrote for that magazine. She 
wrote for the periodical and her ability was 
soon recognized, and she was called to edit 
St. Nicholas with great public approval. Un¬ 
der her management St. Nicholas became 
famous in many lands and a great educa¬ 
tional feature in the lives of the young people 
of the last generation. Mrs. Dodge was au¬ 
thor of “The Irvington Stories,” “Hans 
Brinker,” the most successful juvenile of its 
day, which has been translated into Dutch, 
French, German, Russian and Italian; “Don¬ 
ald and Dorothy” “A Few Friends and How 
They Amused Themselves;” and “Theophilus 
and Others,” and she did almost equally good 
/ editor’s work on “Rhymes and Jingles,” 
“Baby Days” and “Baby World.” Mrs. 
Dodge also wrote for grown people and has 
contributed to all our best magazines. One 
of her immensely popular sketches contrib¬ 
uted to Scribner's in 1870 was “Mrs. Malony 
on the Chinese Question,” which was used 
for recitation for years from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. Mrs. Dodge attended strictly to 
work until within a few months. Her name 
was a household word among the children 
for many, many years. 


COPYRIGHT IN RUSSIA. 

The question of copyright in Russia is be¬ 
ing agitated in that country although the 
vyar is in progress, because one of the condi¬ 
tions of the Russo-German Commercial 
Treaty is that within a limited period nego¬ 
tiations with respect to the mutual protec¬ 
tion of the rights of authors, artists, etc., are 
to be entered into. “It is contended by Rus¬ 
sia,” according to the London Academy, “that 
she is relatively by no means so great a sin¬ 
ner as represented by her neighbors, and that 
up till recently all Western Europe enjoyed 
the same literary freedom as Russia does 
now. France and Germany particularly take 
piratical liberties as publishers of foreign 
works. As a young people the Russians say 
that they have need of the support of their 
elders; but on the other hand France, whilst 
publishing vocal music with translations for 
English, Italians, Germans, and even Spanish, 
has none for Russian, except that now ‘Car¬ 
men’ is being printed in Paris with a Russian 
text. In Germany there are translations into 
English; but no Russian, except ‘Tristan’ for 
the pianoforte, which has been in existence 
for about five years. It must be concluded, 
says one writer sarcastically, that the Rus¬ 
sians know all languages, and that a Russian 
translation is ‘wasted money.’ It is all one: 
Russians can sing in English if necessary. 
There is a dread that Russia may be tempted 
to enter into some treaties without a com¬ 
prehensive understanding with all countries 
interested, for it is pointed out that the 
Berne convention was not adhered to with¬ 
out reserve by the various signatories, Eng¬ 
land for example, when she joined in 1887, 
having declined to recognize any retrospective 
action for the convention. That Russia must 
be at least as careful as the other nations in¬ 
terested is the view taken.” 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

Karl Fr. Pfau, Leipzig, has begun the 
publication of a polyglot journal, the English 
title of which is The Booksellers' Guide of 
Correspondence. The first issue, edited by 
Mr. Pfau and E. Schirmer, is in German, 
English and French, and contains chiefly no¬ 
tices of new firms, changes in firms, and 
other similar business notices. The next is¬ 
sue will be in German, Italian and Russian, 
and other languages, we understand, will be 
used in future issues. The translations of the 
German text, while they may give the sense 
of the original, are not always happy, though 
they are funny. The price for each issue is 
10 cents. 

The current. supplement of the Interna¬ 
tional Studio, just published by John Lane 
Company, The Bodley Head, New York, is 
entitled “Art in Photography,’' and is de¬ 
voted to the best work in this country and 
abroad at the present day. The reproduc¬ 
tions are of the high degree of merit for 
which the special supplements of the Inter¬ 
national Studio are well known. Each plate 
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has been treated separately by such process 
as has seemed best suited to its peculiar 
needs. Some are printed in tint and there 
are one or two specimens of color work direct 
from nature. The prints are presented on 
full pages separately and number consider¬ 
ably more than one hundred. The notes ac¬ 
companying the selection of reproductions 
from different countries are written by men 
whose knowledge of the progress of photog¬ 
raphy and whose interest in the work is well 
known. Charles H. Caffin writes on the “De¬ 
velopment of Photography in the United 
States;” Clive Holland writes of the English, 
French and Belgian sections; the Austrian 
and German work is treated by A. Horsley 
Hinton, and the Italian by Dr. Enrico 
Thovez. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

The father of Mrs. Pearl Mary Teresa 
Richards Craigie, (“John Oliver Hobbes,”) 
has developed literary abilities in his grand- 
paternal days. He is about to publish a book 
which he calls “With John Bull and Jona¬ 
than.” He describes this work as “a jubilee 
romance.” John Morgan Richards is an 
American, the son of Rev. Dr. James Rich¬ 
ards, of New York City, who has lived in 
London for many years. 

James Douglas, president of the Copper 
Queen Co., New York City, is a well-known 
writer on scientific themes. Last year John 
Wiley & Son published his “Untechnical Ad¬ 
dresses on Technical Subjects.” As a native 
of Quebec, the seat of French rule in Can¬ 
ada, he has taken a lifelong interest in the 
•events which ended with the victory of 
Wolfe. These he has pictured in a history 
entitled “Old France in the New World,” to 
be issued in October by the Burrows Brothers 
Co., Cleveland. As the story proceeds it is 
clear why the land tenure and the coloniza¬ 
tion methods of France led to failure. 
Throughout the volume is displayed the con¬ 
stant strife betwixt authorities ecclesiastical 
and civil, a strife all the fiercer for the small¬ 
ness of its theatre. Incidentally Mr. Douglas 
shows how the Church of Rome laid in Can¬ 
ada the foundations of an influence unshaken 
to this day, not only in the Province of 
Quebec, but in the wider arena of Dominion 
politics, where that Province holds the bal¬ 
ance of power. Quebec in the old days was 
the focus not only of religious and military 
life, but the centre of trade, of exploration, of 
social festivity. All these come into Mr. 
Douglas’s canvas to form a picture faithfully 
recalling scenes as picturesque and actors as 
forceful as are known to the history of 
America. 

There has recently been published private¬ 
ly at Washington a loving “Memorial of John 
Henry Boner,” compiled and edited by Mar¬ 
cus Benjamin. Boner, one of the “sweet 
singers” of the South, was born in 1845 
Salem, N. C. He became a printer and then 
journalist, and was connected with the news¬ 
paper of his native town and with that of 


Asheville. After the war he identified him¬ 
self with the Republican party, and for a 
time was chief clerk of the North Carolina 
House of Representatives. He next went to 
Washington, where he served in the Govern¬ 
ment Printing Office first as compositor and 
then as proofreader. When the Democrats 
returned to power Boner was among the first 
to be discharged on the ground of offensive 
partisanship. While in Washington lie pub¬ 
lished his first volume of poems, “Whisper¬ 
ing Pines,” which met with instant favor. 
This was followed by another volume, “City 
Sonnets.” After his dismissal from the Gov¬ 
ernment service he became a member of the^ 
“Century Dictionary” staff, serving for a time 
also as literary editor of the New York 
World. During the years 1892-4 he was 
connected with the editorial staff of the 
“Standard Dictionary,” and when that neared 
completion took charge of The Literary Di¬ 
gest. Ill health obliged him in 1897 to seek a 
change of climate, and he returned to Wash¬ 
ington, where, in 1900, through the influence 
of some of his friends, he secured his old po¬ 
sition in the Government Printing Office. 
But it was not for long. In 1903 he was laid 
away to rest first in a cemetery in Washing¬ 
ton and finally in the old Moravian God’s 
acre in his beloved Salem. The “memorial” 
is handsomely printed and contains several 
portraits of Boner and other illustrations.

We regret that by a slip of the pen unde¬ 
tected in proofreading in the Educational 
Catalogue “Brown’s First Lessons in Lan¬ 
guage and Grammar” appeared as published 
by W.P., instead of W.O., which is the proper 
abbreviation for William Wood & Co. 

The success of May Sinclair’s “The Divine 
Fire” has called attention to her first book, 
“Two Sides of a Question,” published by J. 

F. Taylor & Co. This latter book presents 
the author in a different light, but contains 
the finish and life so noticeable in her later 
work. 

John Lane Company, The Bodley Head, 

New York City, have just issued in their 
Crown Library “Memoirs of Lady Fanshawe,” 
wife of Sir Richard Fanshawe, ambassador of 
Charles 11. of England to the Courts of Por¬ 
tugal and Spain, edited by Beatrice Marshall. 

A note on the illustrations is contributed by 
Allan Fea, an authority on the period of 
Charles 11. 

Peter G. Emmett, a soldier now stationed * 
at Fort McHenry, Baltimore, has in his pos- 1 
session volumes v. and vi. of that very rare 
old publication, “Letters of a Turkish Spy.” 

Of the letters but seven volumes are now in 
existence—three in the British Museum, two 
in the Congressional Library and Mr. Em¬ 
mett has the remaining two. The book was 
published in London in 1694. 

Longmans, Green & Co. have in prepara¬ 
tion a volume on “The Art of Italian Garden 
Design,” by H. Inigo Triggs, with 100 full- 
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page plates from drawings by the author and 
from photographs taken by Mrs. Aubrey Le 
Blond, as well as smaller illustrations and 
sketches; also, the last volume of the Abbe 
Constant Fouard’s series of The Beginnings 
of the Church, entitled “St. John and the End 
of the Apostolic Age.” 

At a meeting of. the Chicago Typothetae 
it was decided unanimously not to make any 
contracts on the 'eight-hour-day basis. As a re¬ 
sult a strike of printers in the job offices rep¬ 
resented by the association is expected. If a 
strike is declared about 600 printers will be 
dij*ectly affected, and if the trouble involves 
employees in other branches of the job print¬ 
ing trade, between 3000 and 4000 persons may 
be thrown out of work. 

f A. S. Barnes & Co. publish this week 
“Minerva’s Manoeuvres,” by Charles Battell 
Loomis, illustrated by F. R. Cruger; in the 
week of September 1 they will have ready 
“The Heart of a Girl,” by Mrs. Ruth Kim¬ 
ball Gardiner, illustrated by Charles L. Hin¬ 
ton ; and in the week of September 8 they 
will issue “Lodgings in Town,” by Arthur 
Henry, the third of the trilogy, which in¬ 
cludes besides “An Island Cabin” and “The 
House in the Woods.” 

J. B. Lippincott Company have just issued 
a fifth revised edition of John Bigelow’s 
“Life of Benjamin Franklin” in three vol¬ 
umes, for which has been gathered a surpris¬ 
ing amount of new material, for it is only six 
years since the fourth revision appeared, 
which seemed to show exhaustive research 
to date of publication. Paul Leicester Ford 
was the discoverer of the most important 
new material added to the work—a letter 
written by Franklin before he retired from 
the editorial profession, which the author be¬ 
lieves to be the original of the “rattlesnake 
story,” and a satirical “Address from the 
Throne on the Repeal of the Stamp Act.” 

Laird & Lee elsewhere call attention to their 
series of dictionaries for libraries, homes, 
offices and schools and colleges, including the 
Library edition of “Webster’s New Standard 
Dictionary,” the High School and Collegiate 
edition of “Webster’s New Standard Diction¬ 
ary,” and the Intermediate School edition 
and the Elementary School edition of “Web¬ 
ster's Modern Dictionary.” These editions 
contain a key of pronunciation at the foot of 
each page, diacritical marks, illustrations, etc. 
They have just brought out a new novel by 
Opie Read, entitled “The Son of a Sword- 
maker.” The author relates the life of a sol- 

Kdier of Rome in the time of Christ, and also 

, gives a vivid picture of life among the Druids 
two thousand years ago, the heroine being a 
Druid princess. 

L. C. Page & Company have just brought 
out two delightful little books by Annie Fel¬ 
lows Johnston—“In the Desert of Waiting,” 
a legend of Camelback Mountain, and “The 
Three Weavers, a Fairy Tale for Fathers 
and Mothers as well as for their Daughters.” 
Both of these stories originally appeared in 
the “Little Colonel” books, but they became 


such favorites that their separate publication 
was necessary. Two more charming and 
dainty stories it would be hard to find. Each 
is a piece of delicate imagery. They have 
just acquired from the Bobbs-Merrill Com¬ 
pany the publishing rights of “Huldah,” by 
Grace MacGowan Cooke, and will shortly 
bring out a new edition of this susccessful 
novel. This transfer gives the Messrs. Page 
the exclusive control of all the books by Alice 
MacGowan and Grace MacGowan Cooke, 
namely, “The Last Word,” “Huldah,” “Re¬ 
turn,” and “The Grapple,” the latter to be is¬ 
sued in the fall. As is perhaps already known, 
the entire literary output of these two sisters 
is collaborative, without regard to whose 
name finally appears on the title-page—a lit¬ 
erary partnership which has been altogether 
successful. 

Henry Holt & Co. have just published 
“Our Philippine Problem,” by Professor H. 
P. Willis, of Washington and Lee Univer¬ 
sity, and well known as an editorial writer 
and newspaper correspondent, who discusses 
frankly and fully the questions of our col¬ 
onial administration; and “Russia from 
Within,” a work of timeliness and great in¬ 
interest, by an anonymous writer, revealing 
vividly the secrets and weaknesses of'Russian 
autocracy. The demand for Arthur Colton’s 
romance, “The Belted Seas,” and for Mrs. 
Fraser’s “A Maid of Japan,” has led to the 
reprinting of both these recent books. 
Henry Holt & Co. have also in press a new 
“French Reader,” by Professor Rambeau, 
which is based upon the Passy-Rambeau 
“Chrestomathie Frangaise,” but is not like the 
larger work in phonetic characters. The 
matter of the new book is more vivacious and 
interesting in style than that of the traditional 
French reader, and includes selections in both 
prose and verse. The brevity of the book is 
in accord with the present tendency not to 
tarry long on a reader.
